Militia, Near the 
Magdalena mine there is a camp for German POWs, who are guarded by the SNB, 
At the Magdalena there is also an ore~screening plant for all the surrounding ~~ 
pits: some of the employees here are women, After Screening, the ore is 
loaded onto trucks and shipped under SNB escort to Jachymov, where it is loaded 
into railroad cars, The daily output of the Magdalena screening plant averages 


about two truckloads; only rarely are five truckloads shipped out on any one 
day. é
